Washington, September 11.—Gen- 


eral Carranza's rejection of the Pan- 
American appeal for a peace confer- 
ence in Mexico and his counterpro- 
posal for a meeting with the dip- 
lomats at some point along the Rio 
Grande to discuss Mexican afairs, 
"solely from an international point 
of view," will be considered by Sec- 
retary Lansing and the other con- 
ferees at a meeting to take place in 
Washington within the 
next 
few 


days. 


It was suggested here today that 


Carranza's proposal probably would 
be accepted as possibly opening the 
way to a discussion through which 
an agreement for the settlement of 
the Republic's affairs 
might 
be 


reached. 


The text of Carranza's long de- 


ferred reply, submitted to Consul Sil- 
liman at Vera Cruz yesterday, caus- 
ed no surprise in Washington. 
It 


had been known here for a 
long 


time, that Carranza would reject the 
offer of the Pan-American diplomats 
and intimations had been circulated 
that he would make a counter pro- 
posal.

MEXICANS FLEE 


TO OWN COUNTRY 


ACROSS BORDER

Brownsville, Texas, September 11. 


—About 
two 
thousand 
Mexicans 


have left this section for Mexico, ac- 
cording to figures obtained here today 
At a ranch near Sebastian, Texas, 
all four Mexican tenant families have 
left, leaving their crops unharvested. 
Other Mexicans who own land have 
abandoned everything except house- 
hold goods, in their haste to get back 
into Mexico. 
Many of these emi- 


grating Mexicans are what is termed 
here, "go<*d Mexicans." 
In some 


cases 
American 
owners 
of 
land 


they had worked, are arranging to 
give the Mexicans a share of the 
crops which would have been due 
had these tenants remained, but ev- 
en these arrangements are difficult, 
because the Mexicans refuse to cross 
the river for an hour's business in- 
terview. 


The Mexicans, who have fled to 


Mexico, Have not gone entirely be- 
cause of the rigid cleanup of bad 
characters made by American peace 
officers, but also in fear of bad men 
and revolutionists among their own 
people on the American side. 


In addition 
to 
two Mexicans 


known to have been slain by their 
own people it is stated that two or 
three other Mexicans at least have 
been killed by the bandits. The use 
of shotguns in some of these killings 
has been held as 
part 
evidence 


against Mexican plotters, as organ- 
iced forces on the American side use 
rifles and pistols. 
In the outlying sections suspicion 


is still so great that Mexicans found 
out alone at night are in great dan- 
ger, and a Mexican seen on horse- 
back with a gun or rifle at any time 
of the day is in danger of death. 


The extension of the army patrol 


into rural district is reported to be 
reducing this suspicion and restor- 
ing more normal living conditions 
among both nationalities.

Washington, September 11. — The

the last month, June. Imports from 
South America in the same period in- 
creased $12,000,000, also principally 
in June. Whether we hold this busi- 
ness permanently or not, the present 
volume of trade with Sooth America 
helps conditions in the United States 
materially by taking up some of the 
loss In other directions.

Food for tbe body

be 


properly only so-called when it gets 
into the blood. 


A body building diet would con- 


sist of milk, eggs, fresh meat, fresh 
fruits and 
vegetables, 
particularly 


rich in an essential element of the 
body—nitrogen. 
. Add to this great 
quantities of 


fresh air stored in a well-developed 
pair of lungs, so that there may be 
always plenty ot oxygen for extract- 
ing the energy from the food, and 
renewing the blood, and the weight 
should soon reach normal, indicating 
a healthy bod> condition. 


The chest should be made so flexi- 


ble by exercise and forced inspira- 
tion that an expansion of not less 
than three inches may be reached. 
This is essential to perfect health. 


Lesson XI. 


It must be remembered that forc- 


ed exhalation, both as an exercise and 
a bodily requirement, is quite as im- 
portant as forced inhalation. 
It rids 


the lungs of the carbonic acid laden 
or used air; creates a vacuum for the 
fresh oxygen to fill, and is a splen- 
did "tension exercise" for the dia- 
phragm and abdominal muscles. 


Exhale through the partly closed 


teeth until lungs are completely emp- 
tied. 
Now, standing in a balanced 


poise on the right foot, touch 
the 


right finger tips to the left shoulder; 
and inhaling in a slow, steady draw 
of eight (S) counts, throw right arm 
up and back, as- shown; hold for four 
(4) 
counts; 
exhale 
and 
change 


weight (hip leading) in eight (8) 
counts

TARV1A IS CONCRETE 


WITH TAR FOR BINDER 


INSTEAD OF CEMENT 


Tarvia, the new paving material, 


which will be used for 
the 
first 


time in the paving of Sixth street, 
from West Main to Granville, is re- 
ally a form of concrete with tar as 
a, binder instead of cement, accord- 
ing to the specifications for the ma- 
terial to be used, and on file in the 
city engineer's office. 
It is a mix- 


ture of crushed stone and "Tarvia 
X" a. tar preparation. 


According to the specifications for 


the material, the crushed stone must 
range in size from 1-2 inch down to 
the finest particle. 
This stone is 


dried in a revolving mixer to which 
heat is applied, and while still hot, 
in mixed with the tarvia preparation 
and placed on the four-inch concrete 
foundation. 
While still hot it is 


rolled thoroughly. The seal coat or 
wearing foundation is thin hot tar, 
poured over the surface of the heav- 
ier mixture and covered with fine 
sand, this coating also being thor- 
oughly rolled. 


When completed the pavement is 


hard, noiseless and practically dust- 
less. 
Where there is not a greal 


deal of traffic of heavy vehicles, the 
street is very durable. 
It is easily 


renewed at a small cost. 
Indeed 


where this form of pavement has 
been used in other cities, a new top- 
coat is applied in lieu of sprinkling, 
with little difference in the cost. 


Residents of other streets 
will 


watch with much interest the result 
of the trial of this material in Sixth 
street. 
The traffic there will 
be 


heavy enough to give the durability 
of the material a thorough test, and 
of it proves succesful, it may be- 
come the popular paving material 
of the future. 


Asphaltic concrete and bitulithic 


concrete 
are 
somewhat 
similar, 


though the materials and methods of 
mixing differ in some details.
